DECEMBER 8, 1937 


WINNIPEG GRAIN 
MARKET FOUNDED 
FIFTY YEARS AGO 


Lecember 7th, 1937, marked the 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding 
of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. 
Throughout this half century the Ex. 
change has steadfastly adhered 
the purpose 


to 
for which it was found- 


ed. It was established as a place 
where buyers and sellers of. grain 
might meet to transact their bus- 


iness. Throvgh the activities and the 
eazerness of those buyers and sellers 
Canadian grain and its products have 
found their way, during the last fifty 
years, into thle consuming markets 
of the world. 


In 1883 an attempt was made to 
form a grain exchange. After a pre- 
liminary arrangements interest wan- 
ed and the plans did not materialize. 
On November 24, 1887, a further 
meeting was called. This resulted in 
the formation of the Winnipeg Grain 
and Produce Exchange which com- | 
menced to function December 7, 1887. 

The Exhange of 1887 -was thus 
founded to faciliate the handling of 
the products of the rapidly expending 
grain acreage of Western Canada. A 
limited quotation service covering 
prices prevailing on the British and 
American markets was provided, The 
first report of the president in 1887, 
of which 10,500,000 bushels had been 
exported in the form of wheat and 
flvur, Since that time thie Winnipeg 
Exchange, which is the largest cash 
grain market in the world, has facil- 
iated the marketing of wheat and 
coarse grain crops of many billion 
of bushels, The western crop alone 
exceeded 500,000,000 bushels in 1928. 

The first gathering place of the 
membership was in the basement at 
Winnipeg city hall. At that time 
there was no futures market and 
grain dealers were forced to buy 
gaIw on wide meargihis tO COVEr the 
risk involved in moving grain to ul- 
timate consuming markets. 


In 1892 the continued development 
of wheat acreage and cif the grain 
business in the west resulted in the 
Exchange moving into new offices 
in a building erected on Market Sst. ! 
At this time a forward step, was tak- | 
en by the Exchange in the establish- | 
ment of a grain futures market, This 
made it possible for country buyers 
to purchase grain from farmers on 
a lesser margin with the knowledge 
that it could be sold immediately for 
future delivery. Today it is a recog- 
nized fact that the price margin be- 
tween producer and consumer is low- | 
er on grain than any other commod- | 
ity. Great expansion of the west took 
place following the establishment of 
the futures market for grain, Wheat | 
und coarse grains then became and 
have remained ever since, the west- 
ern farmers’ main source cf ready } 
cash. Farmers were assured of i 


immediate cash © maket for their 
grain every day of the year. The ; 
Grain Exchange kept pace with the 
development of wheat production in 
the west. In 1908 it moved into its 
present location cn Lombard Street, 
a which time the Exchange was reor- 
ganized and its present name— 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange — was a- 
dopted. The Exchange was in that 
year organized as a voluntary, 
incorporated, self-governing

tion founded “not for Pecuniary pro- 
fit or gain, but for the purpose of pro- 
moting objects and measures for the 
advancement of trade and commerce 
respecting the grain, prvduee and 
Provision trades for the general hoi 
efit of the Dominion of Canada.”

The petroleum industry in Western Canada has been making great for- 
ward strides in the past few months and these recent developments indicate 
that the time may not be far distant when American sources of supply of 
crude will be shut off altogether and the entire consumption requirements 
of at least the prairie provinces be furnished from Western Canadian wells, |

As a source of supply 
of crude oil of excellent quality for possibly many years to come Turner 
Valley is a proven field and is not only able to supply all consumer demand 
in the prairie provinces but probably contains reserves sufficient to supply | 
other markets as well. The oil is there. The market is bere. All that is 
required ig to make it economically feasible for the two to connect, and 
that means as cheap transportation as can be provided without loss to the 
carriers.

Some steps in this direction have already been taken by a reduction in 
railway rates on trainload basis between the Turner Valley field and Regina, 
Saskatchewan, where a number of refineries are located. As a result Im- 
perial Oil Ltd, have announced their intention of expanding their already 
large plant in Regina, providing for a substantially increased number of 
employees. Smaller independent and co-operative refineries in the same 
city have also announced they are prepared to expand materially provided | 
they are permitted to share in reduced transportation charges by a reduc-| 
_ tion in carlot rates comparable with the lowered trainload rates. 

The owners of the large privately-operated refining plant have rs

What Might Be Done 


This dual situation at the source of supply and at the smaller refineries, | 
coupled with the information revealed at the hearing before the Board of | 
Railway Commissioners, predicates the feasibility of some of the producers | 
and the independent and co-operative refineries joining forces to finance a 
pipeline, unless some reasonable freight rate concession is grated the latter, 

The statement that crude can be carried more cheaply through a pipe- | 
line than by rail under lowered trainlot rate seems to give a cue to the 
course that might be adopted by the smaller companies, if sufficient volume | 
could be assured to make such a project economically sound, 

It is to be hoped, however, that some allowance will be made to place | 
the smaller refineries on a more competitive basis and that such conces- | 
sions can be made not only applicable to consignments to Regina but to all 
points in the prairie provinces where refineries are located. Such policy 
would ensure that all crude oil traffic available would be enjoyed by the 
railways and would undoubtedly result in material expansion in volume 
in the future, a result which should inure to the benefit of the transporta- 
tion companies in the long run as well as to producers, the small refineries | 
and the consumers,

Was Especially Constructed And 
Will Carry Four Passengers

structors, Ltd. The airplane is a 
low-wing craft built largely of wood 
and is powered by two Disseley 
Cheetah IX. radial air-cooled engines 
of 350 horsepower.

series 3. However, it has many 
luxurious accommodations not found 
on the standard Envoy, including 
armchair seats for four passengers. 
Each of the seats is fitted with its 
own table, which has*tumbler hold- 
ers and ash trays.

USE LEAVENING AGENTS 
ACCORDING TO RULES 


Have you ever started to make a 


cake and when the work was well 
under way, you suddenly realized 
tin was 


{thie the baking powder 
empty? If you understand w few of 


the underlying principles of leaven- 
ing agents ,you will have very little 


difficulty. If not, your most likely 
solution will be a trip to your 
neighbor's to borrow some. 


Baking powder is made up of 
50% acid and 25% alkali. The acid 
used may be a phosphate or a tar- 
trate. If cream of tartar is used, 
the resulting baking powder is called 
a tartrate baking powder. The al- 
kali used is baking soda. The re- 
i/maining 25% is made up of corn- 
starch. This starch absorbs any ex- 
cess moisture and prevents the 
chemical action starting in the can. 

If your recipe calls for two tea- 
spoons baking powder, the rule is to 
| substitute one teaspoon cream of 
tartar and one-half teaspoon soda. 

The general rule given for the use 
of baking powder is to use two tea- 
spoons baking powder to each cup 
of flour, This may seem a large 
amount to you but this rule calls for 
level measurements. The heaping 
measure that is used so often con- 


tains double the level measure that | 


it used in the recipe. 


One teaspoon soda is required for 


two cups of sour milk, It is also 
recommended that an. additional tea- 


leach cup of flour.
